Sanctification or the cleansing is 
necessarily a cleansing of the heart 
from remaining depravity because 
committed sins have already been for- 
given. We understand that this cleans- 
ing is really a restoration of that de 
rangement of the moral nature which 
resulted from Adam’s sin and which 
is inherited by his posterity. 
Sanctification is a’ second definite 
work of grace; is subsequent to justi- 
fication; is a setting apart or a dedi- 
cation, and sanctification means more 
than this, thank God. It is a purifi- 
cation or making holy or cleau. 
Listen, dear ones, let us get the 
Word of God on this subject. “And God, 
which knoweth the hearts, bare them 
witness, giving them the Holy Ghost, 
even as he did unto us; And put no 
difference between us and them, puri- 
se their hearts by faith.” Acts 15: 
Brethren, you can see their hearts 
were made pure by faith. Entire sanc- 
tification means heart purity. In this 
blessed: experience we are cleansed 
from all unholy tempers and disposi- 
tions. There is no room ina pure 
heart for jealousy and vy. You 
don’t feel hurt if others ive atten- 
tion and you are apparently unnoticed. 
There is no inward ranklings of 
Jealousy to mar your peace, you are 
not quick to blame or censure others. 
How would you like this wonderful 
experience? 

Paul said, “Follow peace with all 
men, and holiness, without which no 
mian ghall see the Lord.” Heb. 12:14. I 
hope you will notice that without 
holiness no man shall see the Lord. 
That includes you, my brother or sis- 
ter. 

A sanctified man is not quick to 
blame or censure others for charity 
is longsuffering and kind. You are 
not so likely to become agitated and 
disturbed at slights and insults. A 
sanctified man is running too fast aft- 
er his crown of glory to be greatly 
disturbed by the hiss of the devil. No- 
ticed or unnoticed, praised or blamed, 
commended or severely censured, he 
will just keep sweet. “Great peace 
have. they which love*thy way: and 
nothing shall offend them.” Psa. 119: 
165. You are saved from carnal pride. 
This charity is not puffed up. You 
will not seek the praise of men, when 
others speak highly of you and your 
accomplishments, you will simply pass 
all praise and glory to God. You will 
say as Paul, “But by the grace of God 
I am what I am.” “So then neither is 
he that planteth anything, neither he 
that watereth; but God that giveth 
the increase.” 

When people depreciate you and 
make light of you and your best ef- 
ferts, you are not disheartened, but 
you simply feel a deeper experience 
and just look up and shout for, “There 
is therefore now no condemnation to 
them which are in Christ Jesus, who 
walk not after the flesh, but after the 
Spirit.” Rom. 8:1. 

Sanctified people are saved from car- 
nal anger, that element in men that 
seeks revenge and wants to get even; 
that thing that causes people under 
provocation to strike back. Thank 
tod. There is not a stir of that sin- 
ful nature remaining. You will love 
and feel the most tender and aimable 
affection for them and you will meni- 
fest it even towards those who kno-w- 
ingly injure you.

Mntire sanctification not only de 
livers us from all unholy dispositions, 
it gives us something positive in re 
turn. Power to overvome and resist 
all evil; power to keep sweet under 
trying circumstances; power to stand 
like a rock in the billows of life.

What do you 
do with this Scripture? “Husbands 
love your wives, even as Christ also 
loved the church, and gave himself 
for it; That he might sanctify and 
cleanse it with the washing of the wa- 
ter by the word, That he might pre- 
sent it to himself a glorious church, 
not having spot or wrinkle, or any 
such thing; but that it should be holy 
and without blemish.” You can readily
